Sinee Hatry Parkes, with the hulldeg 
pertinacity of his race, forced its gates," 
Canton has heen revealed to the traveller 
as one of. the marvellous pices of. the 
earth, ‘ Until modern times foreigners saw 
little of the interior of the city. For cen- 
turies it remained practjcally unchanged 
in appearance and character, a vast bee- 
hive of human activities, circumscribed 
ly the practices and’ prejudices of the 
past as effectually us by the thick battle- 
mented wall. that surrounded it, We 


know how its intense conservatiam re- 
pulsed the earlier foreign endeavours to 


“lsecure an entrance. All‘ the more 


astonishing then is it to renlize that in 
five short years this great city has under: 
‘gone a transformation -.wonderful.as re- 
gards ‘nppearanees, equally’ wonderful as 
‘regards the mental outlook of the people. 
To one who saw Canton as it was 20 
years ago the change is a revelation of 
what can happen in China, fF 
The City of Rams, so-called from some 
uiythical connexion about which scholars 
are not so precise as usual, was destined 
‘| from the beginning for greatness, ‘for it 
lies at the apex of an extensive deltaic 
region created .by three wide navigable 


streams known as the East, North, and | 


West Rivers. The wealth from the great 
area served hy these’ splendid waterways 
has heen converging upon Cantén—-a 
Portuguese corruption of Kwangtung— 
since pre-historic times. Two thousand 
years ago ‘it was surrounded hy a stock- 
ade of bamboos, the exact situation of 
whith is not known. During’ the Tang 
Dynasty, A.D. 700, its commercial. value 
was recognized and an Imperial Commis- 
sioner appointed to control trade.’ The 
earlier Portuguese and Dutch traders in 
the ‘Far East were quick to,realize ity 
imiportance, and foreign commerce .was 
already considerable when the British en- 
tered the field and established a con- 
nexion which eventually led to the open- 
ing of China for the benefit of the world 
at large, 

Canton used to-be a city so. tightly. 
packed that there was hardly room for 
the inhabitants to move about. "Streets 
were the merest . lanes, impassable “hy 
wheeled traffic... Buildings were low and 
rarely exceeded one or two storeys. The 
people were fanatical and wedded to their 
ancient. manners and. customs. -Innova- 

| tions were unknéwn. A thousand temples 

adorned. the city and maintained the 
philosophic and religious beliefs of an 
age-long past.” . at

Almost in the twinkling of an eye’ the 
scene has changed, and,.to-day Canton 
"resembles a great ‘European capital, in 
the number of splendid streets which in- 
tersect it, in thé thousands of lofty ‘build- 

4 ings that have arisen everywhere.’ in the 
hundred’ of motor-cars which hoot -their. 
Way throngh the trafic, inthe electri¢ 
light which brilliantly illumines the night. 
All but a small percentage of the temples 
are gone, the idols sold, and the ‘anered 
precincts given over to industry. The 
modern tendency’ is everywhere visible—, 
in the- smart, habs police eternally 
fingering the triggers of their Mauser 
pistols, in the interior arrangement of the 
shops, in the nature of the goods exhibiv-, 
ed, in, the thentres and cinemas, in the 
trafic regulation. .The head of the Gov- 
ernment is a Christian, many of his prin- 
cipal subordinates are of the same faith, 
and there is not a hint of objection -to 
any of them on the ground of thoir for- 
eigo creed andtraining. Where one and 
ull would have heen stoned a few years 
ago for their unholy association with the. 
outer harharian, to-day they are accepted 
as a natural ‘consequence ofthe revolu- 
tionury developments of the times. The 
changes in Canton are’ not physica! alone. 
There is proof of a profound mental modi-- 


-| fication, of an awakening to the existence 


of un outside world worth knowing. 


The street life of old Canton’ was a| 


fascinating thing. The narrow arteries 
were flooded by a tidé of humanity, com- 
pelled to move slowly hy the lack of room. 
Alt went afoot except mandarins or for. 
cigners, who rode in, chairs borne ‘by 
oolies yelling incessantly to clear the 
way. When such went»by wayfarers turn- 


ed sideways to make room, and, ‘when!’ 


two chairs met, darted into the shops to 
avoid being run-down. Hosts of coolies, 
naked ‘but for & Join cloth, were ever on 
the trot carrying merchandise on poles; 
yelling and sweating. The din was’ tre- 
‘mendous, for, added to. the objurgations 
of the ‘coolids, were’ the noises of: bar- 
gaining ‘at shop-fronts, the. calls of the 
| Street- vendors, the beating of gongs, thé 
sound of temple bells, and. the burals of 
strange music from within deors. In the: 
busier streets perpetual twilight’ reigned

template the extent of new, building com- 
pleted in-the last four years in a city that 
has been harassed and taxed almost be- 
yond endurance by a succession, of mili- 
tary regimes.

Mr, Fitzroy, outlining his .case, “wad 
thit ‘tle complainant, a married woman, 
had. an’ adopted, daughter, Ne Ab In, 
whom the defendant agreed to take as his 
concubine. The girl went, to him in tho 
customary way, and 6n- the following 


morning, the complainant was sent for, 
and informed by the defendant that the 


girl had . previously been unchaste. De- 
fendant demandeil 3100 compensation 
from the’ complainant, and being 
frightened, she pawned her ring and 
gave him ‘that sum. Somo sort of con- 
fession of unchastity had. been. made ta 
the man by the girl, bat he bad obtained 
it from her by intimidation, The coim- 
‘plainant had the girl examined after- 
wards by two European doctors, who. were, 
of opinion that sbe was ‘virgo intacte, 
and gave her certificates to that effect.
